A BIG NEW ADDITION 


Automatic Cradle Co. Adding 30,000 


Feet of Floor Space to Their 


Plant on N. Third Street. 


A three story addition, 60x88 feet 


in dimensions and giving floor space 
of 30,000 feet, is being erected by the 
Automatic Cradle Co. at the rear or 
east end of their plant on N. Third 
street. It will be used for the manu- 
facture of self-rocking cradles and 
the making of automobile tire protec- 
tors, in both of which lines Mr. Bukolt 
and his associates have established a 
big business. The daily capacity of 
cradles is now 140, but when the new- 
plant is finished in another month, it 
will be increased to 200 per day. 
Practidally all of the output is shipped 
to jobbers in Milwaukee, Chicago, De- 
troit, La Crosse,, Buffalo, Pittsburgh, 
Duluth, Minneapolis, Cleveland, Bos- 
ton and St. Louis. 


One hundred men will be employed 


at the Bukolt plant when the new 
part is completed, an increase of 
about fifteen over the present force. 


They have also ordered a 100-horse- 


power Corliss engine to be operated 
in conjunction with the 60-horsepowcr 
oil engine now in use. 


Plans are also being prepared for a 


100-foot addition on the north side of 
the plant next spring, most of which 
new part wf'l be devoted to the mak- 
ing of tire protectors.

tants. In a word, this is fee-splitting.

and another to a buying broker. Very 
often it happens that the sale is made 
direet.and the brokers have no part 
in the transaction. 
They get their 


fees just the same.

would explain that he was underpaid; 
that the operator was overpaid, and 
that he had a right to a sufficient por- 
tion of the fee to even up. His ans- 
wer might satisfy a person easily sat- 
isfied. 
Furthermore, he would claim 


that the operator selected was com- 
petent. To select any other would be 
bad business policy. This answer ap-

The legal right of the 


broker to his fee, even when he has no 
direct right in the transaction, has 
been established by scores of court 
decisions. Let us say, then, that fee- 
splitting is established both by cus- 
tom and by law. This being true, is 
fee-splitting among medical men es- 
tablished by law or custom, and, also, 
is it legal or moral, or both legal and 
moral ? 


Wisconsin has had an anti-fee-split- 


ting law for several years. As the old 
law proved unavailing, a new one has 
recently been placed on the statute 
books. 


Among other states 
having laws 


against fee-splitting are Ohio and 
Iowa. I do not know that the legality 
of any of these laws has been passed 
upon by a supreme court. 
That is 


probably due to the fact that no great 
effort has I icon made to enforce them. 


help the fee-splitter. The immediate 
answer to the fee-splitter is this: If 
fee-splitting is a justifiable transac- 
tion, then let those who practice it 
come right nut in the open. Let the 
physician concerned tell the patient 
that the fee is to be split, and the basis 
on which it is split. 


Theoretically, this i.s a partial rem- 


edy, 
but, practically, it fails, because 


nobody will do it, or practically no- 
body. An open fee-splitter confesses 
his incompetence. What happens un- 
der the present method ? 
The very 


competent operators do not split fees. 
They know they are competent and 
they get, and will get. the business 
which comes to them on the basis of 
merit. The operatois who split fees 
are second and third grade operators. 
Therefore, a patient who is being dis- 
posed of by fee-splitters, among fee- 
splitters, may be certain that the best 
he can get is one of the best among 
the second or third grade men. He

among infants—causing more deaths 
in the United States than scarlet 
fever. 
It leads all other diseases in 


its death harvest up to the age of five 
years. 


Whooping cough is a contagious 


disease, and, contrary to popular be- 
lief, it is most contagious in the "run- 
ning nose" or catarrhal stage before 
the whoop is manifest. 
The disease 


is contracted from the droplets spray- 
ed by coughing into the faces of other 
children or into the air which they 
may breathe. 


Whooping cough is unnecessary. It 


may be prevented by keeping unin- 
fected children away from victims of 
the disease and from cases of suspic- 
ious coughs and colds. 
Experiments 


now being conducted by leading phy- 
sicians with a new vaccine treatment 
warrant the hope (but not much more 
than this as yet) that it will give im- 
munity or protection against catching 
the disease as well as assist in the 
cure, but until this has been proven 
beyond all the doubt the old "ounce of 
prevention" is recommended. 


If your child has the whooping 


cough, make it your business to pro- 
tect other children. 
Separate cups, 


glasses, plates and spoons should be 
kept for the child sick with whooping 
cough and all matter that comes from 
the mouth and nose during the time 
that the child is sick should be re- 
ceived in pieces of old linen or rags 
and burned. 
Only easily digested 


foods should be given. 
The child 


should be in the open air as much as 
possible but should not be allowed to 
play with uninfected children.
